“I get pretty hungry,” Judge Bry­ 
ant told the Associated Press at noon.

diversion. To them school days afford the burden 
bearers of tomorrow a breathing spell. 
2. An education to many affords a means 
of enabling one to attain a more prominent posi­ 
tion and a more comfortable station. The ad­ 
vantages of an education to such are largely ex­ 
pressed in comfort and livelihood. 
3. Education to some is the means of con­ 
tinuing a caste. There are certain refinements 
and accomplishments which fathers and mothers 
have learned to admire. By means of an edu­ 
cation they desire to bring these desirable quali­ 
ties into possession of their children. 
All such 
conceptions of education are hopelessly inadequate. 
From the community point of view educa­ 
tion is the means by which society renders the 
youth best qualified to meet the issues and 
burdens of life. 
The test of education is not the subjects 
taught, but rather what the boys and girls be­ 
come in the schools we provide. 
In the second place an education is tho means 
by which a young man or a young woman ob­ 
tains the largest capacity for appreciation and 
for service. 
The biggest business of any age is the bring­ 
ing up of young men and young women in whose 
hands civilization will be safe. 


rT %,HE one term which is uppermost in our 
minds today is the term, “Alma Mater.”

S EARLY as 1810 according 
to 
local 
historians 
the 
Pennsylvania 
Legislature 
had made an appropriation of 
tw'o thousand dollars for the 
erection of an academy at Get­ 
tysburg. This school was known 
as The Adams County Academy. 
Its teaching was evidently very 
simple and elementary for at the 
opening of the Theological Semi­ 
nary, September 5, 1826. “there 
w'as no classical and scientific 
school 
at 
Gettysburg 
which 
could furnish even the most 
moderate preparatory training 
for its students and there were 
few such schools within the ter­ 
ritory from w'hich they came.” 
And so it came to pass that the 
directors of the seminary at 
their second meeting, May 16, 
1826, resolved to establish a pre­ 
paratory school and appointed 
Prof. S. S. Schmucker of the 
seminary and Rev. J. Herbst to 
employ a teacher and formally 
open the school. 
The first teacher was David 
Jacobs, A. M., then a student at 
the seminary. On June 25, 1827, 
the school was opened in The 
Adams County Academy. 
This 
building,

structure of Colonial type, is still 
standing in the midst of its 
grounds on the corner of Wash­ 
ington and High streets. 
In 1829 a scientific department 
was added and Michael Jacobs, 
A. MV, was placed in charge. The 
school was then offering a five 
year course and was known as 
Gettysburg Academy and a lit­ 
tle later as the Gettysburg Gym­ 
nasium. 
In the fall of 1831 Prof. S. S. 
Schmucker invited a few promi­ 
nent citizens to meet him in the 
Gettysburg Bank to consider the 
question of expanding the gym­ 
nasium into a college.

Since the Civil War, the semi­ 
nary has enjoyed splendid pat­ 
ronage, its buildings have been 
increased, its facilities enlarged 
and its endowment raised, par­ 
ticularly during the presidency 
of the late Dr. J. A. Singmaster. 
The one hundredth class was 
graduated from the institution 
in June, and more than 1,300 
men have prepared themselves 
as ministers, 
missionaries 
or 
theology teachers at the semi­ 
nary. 
Besides a new president, two 
new professors were inducted 
this morning. They are Dr. Har­ 
vey D. Hoover, and Dr. R. T.

Instances the work carried on by the 
Dean of Men is called personnel work, 
having as its purpose the aid of in­ 
dividual students in their personal 
problems—scholastic, social aud re­ 
ligious. 
In most colleges, as was 
formerly the case at Gettysburg, work 
of this type was carried on by faculty 
committees and various other agen­ 
cies on the campus. It was felt that 
there should be some coordinating 
agency through which

problems might be handled, and whose 
business it would be to devote full 
time to student help. Such an agency 
is the office of the Dean of Men. 
Students have, like other folks, 
heavy burdens upon their hearts and 
minds. They need some one to whom 
they can go to lighten the burden or 
to be entirely relieved of it.

Dean of Men acts in the capacity of 
adviser and friend, aud the college 
man seeks his office as all of us seek 
our confidants for help.

PLAYS IN BOOK 
FORM POPULAR 


Chicago.—Appearance in the past 
quarter-century of many able Ameri­ 
can playwrights rihd a quick apprecia­ 
tion of their w orks, as evidenced by 
public demand for plays in book form, 
is revealed in the new catalog of the 
Amebean Library association. 
This catalog, the first to be published 


since 1904, lists 10,000 books beet 
suited for the needs of all libraries. 
It will be printed and distributed at 
the time of the library association’s 
fiftieth anniversary conference and 
celebration 
in 
Atlantic City and 
Philadelphia, October 4 to 9. 
Comparing the new edition with that 
of the 1904 compiler, Miss Isabella M. 
Cooper, of the New York Public Li­ 
brary, pointed out that in the section 
of American drama thirty-two profes­ 
sional playwrights are represented 
whereas W. D. Howells was the only 
name listed in the former catalog. 


“The pulse of the nation’s cultural 
life can be felt in the circulation of its 
public libraries,” Miss Cooper said, 
“In the first years o^ the century 
there was practically no circulation of 
plays written by American authors. 
That this was due to lack of material 
and not to indifference has been 
proved by the attention given good 
dramatic are in the past few years. 
“Today there are many American 
dramatists whose works not only are 
given high rating by literary critics, 
but which enjoy popular favor also. 
There is a demand for them in book 


form. 
“Eugene O’Neill is outstanding, re­ 
ceiving the greatest recognition abroad 
as welt as at home.

Stiff Schedule; 5 Home Games 
Will Boom Attendance; Vets of 
Last Year In Good Condition 


Head Coach “Bill” Wood Has Excellent Prospects 
of Turning Out Another Championship 
Outfit; Captain Williams Sets Fast 
Pace for His Teammates 
G 
ETTYSBURG’S Orange and Blue gridiron warriors face one 
of the toughest schedules in the history of the school, during 
this the 1926 season. Nine battles are listed on the schedule 
with four of these games on foreign fields and five to be fought 
out on Memorial field. 
The first game will see Head Coach “Bill” Wood’s proteges 
doing battle with “Dick” Harlow’s much tooted Western Maryland 
aggregation on the local lot. “Dick,, Harlow is coaching his first 
year at the Maryland school, coming from Colgate where he 
achieved an enviable reputation among the coaches of the east, by 
turning out the strongest teams in the history of that school. His 
coming to Westminster has stamped Western Maryland, although 
composed of green material this year, as a strong opponent among 
the schools of that calibre. Gettyftburg is not making much ado 
about the opening tilt, but Coach Wood has advised his warriors 
that one of the hardest games on the schedule will be against 
Harlow’s tribe. The big blonde mentor is not taking any chances 
on an upset for the opening of his Bullets and has been drilling 
more than seventy candidates for varsity berth, hard, for the nine- 
game grind. He will send his best material against the Maryland­ 
ers next Saturday. 
With Western Maryland out of the way, the Bullets will pre­ 
pare for their annual scrap with Lehigh at Bethlehem. 
Local 
fans will recall the battle of '25 when the widely heralded aggre­ 
gation of Lehigh fame Journeyed to the Battlefield town bent on 
tearing apart the glorious colors of old G-burg. The break came 
with the kick-off when Captain Slngley led his aggregation into 
one of the fiercest games of the season, outplaying, outgeneraling 
and outguessing the Lehighites in every department for three 
quarters. In the closing fifteen minutes Lehigh put on a burst of 
speed and swept through the Orange and Blue for a seven point 
score tying the count that remained until the final whistle. 
Greatest Battle of the Season 
It was a battle such as was not seen on Memorial field the rest 
of the season. The Bullets played like veterans and banished all 
thoughts of defeat from the minds of the spectators in the first 
five minutes of play. This year’s tilt at Bethlehem will be a gem 
of the old mark with Gettysburg holding an even edge with their 
opponents for victory. 
Coach Wood is assisted this year by “Hen” Bream, former 
G burg star and for the past two years head coach at Phoenix­ 
ville High School. His addition to the coaching staff of Gettys­ 
burg buoyed the hopes of local fans and much is expected of him 
this year. 
Captain-elect “Buck” Williams is a veteran of three years* 
playing. 
A line-up de luxe and a remarkable leader of men, 
Captain Williams sets the pace for his men to emulate and the 
battles this year will be fought out on even ground with the dark­ 
haired youth showing the way. 
In addition to Captain Williams, Coach Wood has the follow­ 
ing veterans to mould a new varsity from; Bender, Slaughter, 
Kure, Beck, Spangler, Wetzel, Hubisack, Hall, Brandify Jones, 
Miller, Kropjack, Love, Swab, Tuckey, Wells and Moyer. Others 
to add to the zest of the varsity building process include Scafuri, 
Drawbaugh, Crider, Hand, Shuler, Challenger, Cockley, Wachob 
and Hanson. 
More than 35 Freshmen are fighting for first place berths on 
the yearlings’ squad. 
Coach “Hen” Bream has a tough job on 
his hands selecting the cream of this large array. He has picked a 
tentative first-string squad, but the others are giving their more 
favored mates a grind and battle to retain their honors of wearing 
the Orange and Blue colors their freshman year. 
Muhlenberg to Be Strong Opponent 
Th* third game of the year will be with Muhlenberg at Allen­ 
town. Here again the Bullets face a strong contender for state 
honors when the final summation is made. 
Muhlenberg arrived 
in Gettysburg last year with the famous BorUeli at their helm! 
This back of fearless calibre was expected to rip mighty holes in 
the gullet line, smash through the secondary and bring his Alma 
Mater to new fame and glory with a sensational defeat over the 
men of G-burg. It was not long before Muhlenberg!^ hopes went 
crumbling in the sod. Time and time again this slashing back was 
thrown for heavy losses, stopped in his tracks and otherwise 
humbled before the eyes of his friends and foes. He was nicked 
and nipped and his offense counted for naught until the closing 
quarter when the Bullets tired under the heavy and fast pace set 
during three periods of fifteen minutes duration. Borelli won the 
plaudits of the large crowd by his sensatinoal playing during the 
closing minutes, but it was too late and the 27 point margin 
chalked up by the Bullets was too much for the visiting delegation 
from Allentown. 
This year the Bullets will contend with this same man on 
Muhlenberg’s own lot. With the game following seven days after 
the Lehigh tilt the local squad will have some tough sledding but 
their admirers here are expecting big things of them this year and 
another victory is predicted by close followers of the gridiron 
game. 
Roanoke’s mountaineer aggregation follows next. This is the 
second home game of the Bullets. Last year Roanoke held Wood’s 
charges to a scoreless tie in sixty minutes of vicious fighting. 
The heavy Virginia squad was too much for the Gettysburgians 
and the line was not crossed by either side. Only sheer grit and 
determination of a fighting, battling eleven-man machine kept the 
Virginians from scoring. This year the Virginians play on Me­ 
morial field and the local crew is anxious to turn the tide and 
come through with a victory. 
Bucknell to Be Beat Home Game 
* 
The game of games for the townspeople—that is the biggest 
home game—will come on the following Saturday when BucknelPs 
crack squad of gridiron pacers match wits, brawn and muscle with 
the Orange and Blue here. 
This game will bring thousands to view the 22 warriors fight 
it out on a common ground. It will throw some light on the prob­ 
able strength of future opponents and a victory for the Orange 
and Blue will raise the prestige of old G -burg to a higher level 
* than heretofore enjoyed by the Battlefield town educational instil 
tution.

‘•The forward pass is all wrong,” the 
veteran mentor and writer told The 
Associated Press shortly before heav­ 
ing his old home here for Palo Alto, 
Calif., to take up his fall duties. 
“It 
has changed 'football from a thorough­ 
bred sport into a mongrel cross be­ 
tween 
basketball 
and 
the 
genuine 
thing. 
Soggpsts New Kicking Rules 
"The kicking 
rules, 
p r o p e r l y 
changed, would give the same results 
the forward pass was supposed to pro­ 
duct. 
The latest edict of the rules 
committee shows the aerial game is 
not yet satisfactory and I look for 
more drastic changes a year from 
now. My teams have made their share 
of 
touchdowns 
by 
the 
basketball 
method and we will continua its use 
until the end . But I’d like to see it 
ruled out and go back to undiluted 
football.” 
Recalling how, in 1906, the rule- 
makers realized that in order to open 
up the gan*a, ball carrying would re­ 
quire something like the forward pass 
Ut an added weapon of attack, War­ 
ner went on: 
“It has always been my contention 
that the same reforms coind have 
been a t t a i n t by improving the kick­ 
ing rules. 
The same men could be 
eligible to i(eceive the kick who now 
receive the pass, (Riving the game 
more football and less basketball. 
“But as public opinion must be re­ 
spected I think it would be put of the 
question to abandon abruptly or cur­ 
tail seriously a 'feature of the game 
that bas become an popular.” 
____ 
The Stanford coach fired his verbal 
grenade at football as It is played to­ 
day while reclining in the shade of the 
old apple trc<? on his farm bere. The 
pleasant shade of the tree moved 
‘“Pop” to say something of climate and 
•port. 
"Pacific Coast athletes can work 
outdoors 12 months in the year,” was 
Ms answer to a question as to the 
effect of climatic conditions. 
“That’s 
why 
Washington’s 
crews 
predominate. 
That’s why coast uni­ 
versities sweep through Eastern track 
and field opponents. That’s why most 
of the best football teams of the East 
are defeated on the coast. 
‘"The Eastern athlete trains out-of- 
doors only when weather permits, the 
rest of the time in the gymnasium. 
OU the coast a gymnasium is chiefly 
a plaoa to take a shower bath, There 
you have the keynote and what I con­ 
sider the reason for athletic domi­ 
nance in the West. 
Best Football In West 
“I think the best football in the 
country is played out there,” he said. 
”|S'ot becauseof better coaching or be­ 
cause the boys know any more about 
the game. 
The first reason is mater­ 
ial. 
There are fewer colleges and 
therefore the high schools keep them 
well supplied with well trained preps. 
The second reason goes back to cli­ 
mate. 
Without snow and with com­ 
paratively little rain during the foot­ 
ball season, a coach and learn gener­ 
ally get good fields for their big 
games. 
"Double and triple passing plays 
are leh-eaised with the confidence, that 
good weather will permit their use. In 
the east a coach may have to change 
his entire attack every Saturday aud 
with little warning.” 
Warner has only praise for profes­ 
sional football. 
"It’s all right,” he 
•mid. 
"They made a major move in 
putting 
Big BUI' Edwards at the 
head of the American League organi­ 
zation. 
"Individually but not collectively,” 
was the coach’s reply to a question as 
to whether the professional is super­ 
ior to the college player.

Parliamentary Handicap and he has 
been playing ovei; since. 
Lord Newton has seen many changes 
in the game during the last three 
decades. 
“In the old days golf was played by 
very few people and the essential 
qualification was believed to be mid­ 
dle age. 
Scarcely t^ny young people 
condescended to it; they looked on it 
as an insipid amusement for their 
elders. Golf was not played as strenu­ 
ously and consistently as it is now.”

“It 
was 
Lord 
Balfour,” Newton 
says, who first made golf popular in 
England. 
“ ‘He used to play it regu­ 
larly when he was okie of the most 
outstanding figures in the House of 
Commons and the great popularity 
and respect which ha enjoyed un­ 
doubtedly contribute^ largely to the 
spread of the game. 
“If he had started to play earlier 
in life he would probably have de­ 
veloped Into an exceptionally good 
amateur, for he had an aptitude for 
all ball games.” 


In connection with Lord Balfour’s 
early efforts, 
a paragraph 
printed 
thirty-five years ago by a noted weekly 
newspaper is recalled. 
"Mr. Balfour’s favorite game is golf, 
and to show their appreciation of his 
efforts to popularize the game in this 
country, a number of his friends re­ 
cently presented him with a set of 
silver-mounted caddies,” the writer 
evidently imagining that caddies were 
the implements with which golf Is 
played.

Former King George of Greece, who, 
like his father Constantine, found the 
kinging business a precarious and 
short-lived occupation, has been living 
off his mother-in-law, Queen Mai’ie 
of Rumania, as is also his wife, Eliza­ 
beth.

“ George, Rex,” he is said to possess 
little 
beyond 
his 
wardrobe 
and 
monocle. The fact that he once was a 
king made drim very popular with the 
American colony in Bucharest, who in­ 
vited him frequently to dinners and 
dances. 
Goes to Denmark 
IBelieving that his stay at the Bu­ 
charest Palace had become too oner­ 
ous a burden. forQueen Marie, who 
herself has her wayward son Carol 
and his dispossessed wifeto support, 
young George left recently for Den­ 
mark, where he has other hospitable 
regal relatives. 
His wife, Elizabeth, 
has gone to Florence, where she will 
divide her failing fortunes with an­ 
other evicted woman sovereign, ber 
mother-in-law, former Queen Sophie 
of Greece, widow of King Constantine 
and sister of Kaiser Wilhelm.

Doctor Sanders has spent two years 
working over the bit of browned pap­ 
yrus, the most cherished item of tho 
large papyri collection of the U ni­ 
versity of Michigan.

It is w ritten in the Greek of the 
common people, says Doctor Sanders, 
thus distinguishing it from the “de­ 
luxe city editions” of the complete

It was given him by President Taft, 
who used it for the first time ih 1909 
to open the tA! as Ran-Yuk on Pacific Ex­ 
position in Seattle.

being mounted upon a slab

marble, inset with Alaskan nuggets, 
and presented to Mr. Taft at that time 
by george W. Carmack, discoverer of 
gold in Alaska.

Probably the most unusual touch 
ever felt by the instrument was that 
given at I lingo y’clofck on a new years 
morning, wlitm AVoodrlw Wilson, clad 
in pajamas and hath robe, descended 
the stairs of the White House to signal

Another big event which the gold 
key Was a pari occurred In till 3. A:: 
the key was pressed by President 
Taft on that occasion, the waters bf 
the -Pacific and the Atlantic met for 
the first time iii the Panama Canal. 
The electrical impulse sent out from 
the White House’caused the explosion 
in the big waterway which blew away 
'Oamboa dyke, removing the last ob­ 
struction between the waters of the 
two oceans. 
Nought by Sightseers 
President Coolidge uaed the key to 
put the machinery ct the $57,000,900 
Skagit hydro-electric plant in Seattle 
in motion, and Mrs. Coolidge used it 
on two occasions to open women’s 
meetings far from Washington. 
Smithers is extremely proud of his 
possession. He keeps it stored away at 
his home, but many sightsee:s who 
hare lizard of the unusual historic 
relic insist upon adding it to the list of 
famous things in Washington they can 
tell of having seen with their own 
eyes. 
“ dtrtt—the other ni^ht," Smithers 
said, "four men from Oklahoma drove 
up to the house about midnight to see 
the key.
